In the claims : 

Claim 30 (Amended) The Drosophila cFRT chromosome according to claim 29, 
wherein said cFRT is generated through damage and alteration of a target sequence to 
into an incomplete target sequence, through one or mofe two of: 

(1) a sequence that is missing a P5' DNA sequence region and 

(2) a sequence that is missing a P3' DNA sequence region; 

and wherein the target sequence is recognized by said P transposase prior to the 
damage and alteration and responsible for a P transposase transposition.
